How  to  Reach  Our  Yard  in  Oakland — Take  any  Oakland,  Berkeley  or  Alameda  car, 
transfer  to  Piedmont  avenue  car,  get  off  at  Forty'first  street,  near  Piedmont  Key  Route 
Station.  Patrons  from  San  Francisco  take  Key  Route  ferry  boat  to  Oakland;  then  the 
Key  Route  train  for  Piedmont  Station. 

Planting — We  use  every  precaution  to  deliver  healthy,  vigorous  stock,  but  the  measure 
of  your  success  will  depend  upon  the  planting  and  care  given,  as  careless  or  ignorant  handling 
kills  thousands  of  fine  trees  and  plants  every  season.  Avoid  unnecessary  exposure  of  roots 
to  the  air.  In  the  case  of  evergreens  that  are  “balled,”  do  not  remove  the  burlap.  Plant 
as  received;  only  cut  the  string  around  the  top,  then  loosen  the  burlap  after  the  tree  is  set. 
If  you  cannot  plant  immediately  on  receipt,  always  “heel”  in  the  trees  so  their  roots  may  be 
in  contact  with  good  soil.  An  hour’s  exposure  of  roots  to  wind  or  sun  may  kill  any  tree; 
this  is  especially  true  of  evergreens.  In  planting  cut  off  the  bruised  or  broken  roots  with 
a  sharp  knife. 

If  the  soil  is  good  and  properly  prepared,  only  a  hole  large  enough  to  easily  take  the 
roots  need  be  dug,  but  better  results  can  always  be  obtained  by  digging  out  a  large  space 
and  filling  in  with  good  top  soil.  In  setting  the  trees,  do  not  put  deeper  than  they  stood 
in  the  nursery,  excepting  some  dwarfs,  which  go  a  little  deeper.  But  now  comes  the 
important  detail,  the  neglect  of  which  is  responsible  for  many  failures — 

Be  sure  to  pack  the  earth  solidly  around  the  roots.  Leaving  the  ground  loose  after 
planting  has  caused  tremendous  losses  that  generally  and  are  unjustly  blamed  to  the 
nurseryman.  Another  cause  of  great  loss  is  the  wind  working  the  newly  set  trees  loose 
from  the  soil.  This  kills  them.  Always  stake  newly  set  trees  if  in  a  windy  situation.  After 
trees  are  set,  make  a  plan  of  the  grounds,  marking  the  different  varieties;  then  remove 
the  wire  labels,  as  they  may  damage  the  growing  limbs.

ROSES 


In  offering  our  list  of  roses  this  year,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  first'dass  quality  of  our 
stock,  being  strong  two'year'old,  budded  plants,  grown  in  this  vicinity  under  identical  condi' 
tins  as  our  climatic  conditions. 

We  might  also  point  out  that  in  buying  roses  from  us  you  are  securing  varieties  which 
have  been  tested  in  the  Bay  district  and  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory,  while  a  good 
many  kinds  of  those  sold  from  sources  outside  of  the  State,  though  perfectly  satisfactory 
under  certain  conditions,  may  not  prove  to  be  so  in  our  cool  climate  around  the  Bay. 

.Planting  should  be  done  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  condition  of  the  soil  after  or 
during  the  rains  will  permit.  You  can  plant,  however,  almost  continually  through  the  season, 
using  later,  when  growth  has  started,  plants  that  have  been  potted  for  that  purpose.  Best 
results  are  obtained  from  early  planting.  Plant  an  average  distance  of  2J/2  to  3  ft.  apart, 
depending  upon  variety. 

Plant  in  good,  well  fertilized  soil,  keeping  fertilizers  away  from  the  roots;  plant  deeply 
about  from  2—4  in.  deeper  than  the  place  where  the  plants  have  been  budded  and  trim 
all  while  setting,  although  usually  we  trim  all  roses  before  sending  them  out. 

Water  freely  all  through  the  summer,  more  so  in  light  soils  than  in  heavy  ones,  but  do 
not  water  late  at  night;  this  will  cause  excessive  mildew. 

Spray  early  and  at  least  once  a  month  with  Blackleaf  40  to  keep  insects  and  other  pests 
in  check. 

For  mildew  dust  with  powdered  sulphur  as  soon  as  the  first  sign  of  it  appears;  it  is 
almost  impossible,  however,  to  keep  all  roses -free  from  mildew. 

Old  roses  should  be  trimmed  between  the  middle  of  December  and  the  middle  of 
February. 

Mulch  in  the  winter  time  with  well  rotted  manure  if  obtainable.

There  is  a  great  deal  of  spraying  to  be  done  in  the  garden  in  order  to  keep  the  plants  in 
good  condition,  and  it  pays  to  get  good  tools  for  this  work.  It  saves  a  lot  of  labor  and  annoy' 
ance.  After  testing  different  makes,  we  have  decided  to  take  on  the  E.  C.  Brown  Sprayers, 
which  we  found  the  most  reliable  and  reasonable  in  price.  The  following  we  recommend  for 
garden  use: 


No.  50-D — Automatic  compressed  air  sprayer, 
galvanised,  2  gallons  capacity,  for  #5.50. 

No.  50-B — Automatic  compressed  air  sprayer, 
same  as  above,  made  of  brass,  #7.00. 

No.  9-D — Automatic  compressed  air  sprayer, 
same  as  above,  made  of  galvanised  iron,  3 
gallons  capacity,  #6.25. 

No.  9-D — Automatic  compressed  air  sprayer, 
same  as  above,  3  gallons  capacity,  brass, 
#9.00.

Sprayers  are  always  subject  to  corrosion 
and  should  be  well  cleaned  after  using.  The 
brass  sprayers  will  always  last  longer  than  the 
galvanized  ones,  so  it  pays  to  buy  them. 
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
